When Spoons Were Rare 

Silver spoons were not counted by 
the host in the days of good Queen 
Bess, for then every lady and gentle 
| man curried -his or her own spoon 
when going out to dine. Substantial 
spoons they were, too, not used tor 
| mincing bites, but half-grown ladles 
with oviform bowls and square shanks 
Only persons of wealth could afford 
them. 

During the reign of Henry VIII. the 
apostle spoon came into vogue. At the 
top of the shanks were small figures 
of the apostles and in the days when 
they were made it became the custom 
to give a set of 13, including one with 
an effigy of the Christ, to brides. It 
was considered generous, however, to 
give the wedded pair two spoons, one 
for each, with their initials plainly 
marked, so there would be no confu 
sion at fashionable tables. There were 
also spoons which were a combination 
of marrow borer for handle and just 
plain spoon for the bowl. § @ 

How the Roundheads rebelled against 
the religion of the Catholics is shown 
by spvons from which the saints have 
been chopped. This made the shanks 
hard to hold and gradually a conces- 
sion to ornament was made by flatten- 
ing the shanks at the end. This form 
developed into the modern spoon with | 
its widetopped handle.

To Withstand Earthquakes. 

A new method of constructing the 
foundations of buildings in order to 
prevent as mucb as possible earth- 
quake shocks from being communicat- 
ed to the buildings has been devised 
and patented by Dr. J. A. Calanta- 
rients of Scarberough. In this sys- 
tem the foundation, which is built in 
the usual manner, is. faced with hard | 
material, such as granite or iron, and | 
upon this facing layers of talc, mica 
or other smooth substances are depos- 


dered tale, mica, asbestos, soapstone 
or sand, or mats of asbestos, etc., may 
be used without the plates of tale. 
Siabs of granite or iron placed on this 


superstructure. The object of the ar- 
rangement is in the case of an earth- 
quake to allow the building to slide 
laterally. The service pipes are flex- 
ible at the point where they issue 
from the ground.—London Mauil.

DRAGONS IN AFRICA, 
Possibility That Fabled Monsters Yet 


Live In Dark Continent. 


Once again the report comes from 
Africa that terrible monsters hitherto 
unknown to naturalists inhabit the 
hot swamps and jungles of the unex- 
plored interior. 

This time it is in the form of a let- 
jet from Charles Brooks, explorer, 
scientist and hunter, of Johannesburg, 
to Capt. John Cutting, of the New 
York Maritime Exchange. Mr. Brooks 
writes that natives of the swamps oi 
northern Rhodesia along the southern 
borders of the Sahara Desert have told 
him of creatures so big that beside 
them “elephants look like small cats.” 

It ‘is less than a year since Carl 
Hagenbeck, the famous animal trainer 
and merchant, astonished the scienti- 
fic world by asserting in his book, 
Beasts and Men, that the natives had 
described to him a “huge monster, 
half beast, half dragon,’’ which in- 
habited these very swamps. 

Would it not seem strange if some 
such brute should be discovered alive 
to-day and thus lend corroboratioa to 


the . mediaeval stories of dragons? 
lor centuries the world has beleved 
th those tales of monsters were 


fables and that dragons existed only 
in the imagination of poets. Yet there 
is no douvt that the people of the 
Middle Ages really believed in, dra- 
gons. And the belief was not confined 
to any one land. Froin time immem 
orial the dragon has been the heraldic 
symbol of China, The ancient Greek 
heroes slew dragons—did not Perseus 
rescue Andromeda fram the jaws of 
a dragon by holding up the head of 
Medusa the Gorgon before it and turn- 
ing it into stone? The hoary sagas 
of the Norsemen tell of dragons—did 
not Siefried challenge Fafner to mor 
tal combat and slay nim? The legends 
of the Christian saints are full of 
stories of dragons; that of St. George | 
has been painted by many an artist 
and is pe rpetuated to this very day on 
the gold coinage of Great Britain. 

There was a day when’ the earth was 
populated with dragons. Their bones 
have been dug up all over the world 
and may be seen by anyone in any 
museum. But geologists say that the 
last of them perished at least 4,000,000 
years ago. In their day the earth wa- 
hot and moist; tne land was covered 
with a vast tropical jungle and, so far 
as science has been able to discover, 
man had not yet riade his appearance. 

And yet—the Chinese, the Greeks, 
the Jews, the Norsemen, the Gaul; 
and Britons and Romans and Persians 
of the dark ages knew nothing of the 
bones of extinct monsters lying bur- 
ied under the earth. Whence then 
their conceptions of dragons? May it 
not be that these beasts and reptiles 
of millions of years gone by survived 
to a later day than the geologists are 
willing to confess and that men ae- 
tually fou_ht and slew them?

White men have never yet ventured 
to explore them. They are too remote 
and the dangers are to great. There 
dangers are from reptiles, insects and 
disease. Surely such regions mighi 
very well serve to harbor alive through 
the ages the dragons that roamed the 
world millions of years ago.

Entry by poh | may be made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by father 
mother, son, daughter, brother or sister 01 
intending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months residence upon ana 
cultivation of land in each of three years. 
A homesteader may live within nine miles 
of his homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres soly owned and occupied by him or 
by his father mother, son, daughter, bro 
ther. or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader iu 
good standing may pre-vlupt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
3,00 per acre.,
